WASHINGTON, — Making fore- 
| casts is a risky business. The follow- 
{ing ones are presented not as 


| crisis but as an example of what 
appears, from here, to be the most 
likely developments: 

1. The government will push 
| through its case against John L, 


Lewis, for contempt of court, 
rapidly as possible and will prob- 


| ably press for a cumulative fine of 
}so much a day against both Lewis 


and the United Mine Workers for 
the duration of the strike. 

2. Justice T. Alan Goldsborough, 
who will resume the contempt of 
court trial of Lewis and his union 
Monday, will almost certainly find 
them guilty. He has strongly. in- 
dicated already that he considers 
them in contempt. Lewis will prob- 
ably appear, although if a cum- 
ulative fine is imposed, a lengthy 
appeal might prove to be a million 
dollar gamble. 


Dicker With Owners 

3. Lewis will continue to dicker 
with the mine operators and may 
accept some compromise settlement 
| with them before Christmas. He is 
bound to appreciate the wrath 
which a cold, dimmed-out holiday 
would bring down on his head from 
the American people in general and 
the new congress in particular. 

4. The mine owners, provided 
with a first class excuse for upping 
coal prices, may not be entirely 
averse to giving the United Mine 
Workers some of their demands. At 


| the same time they would recover

The cumulative fine proposal 
has been quoted as the wish of Pres- 
ident Truman and his administra-

On Tax Offer to Provinces 


OTTAWA, (CP) — New confer- 
entes on dominion-provincial tax- 
ation agreements were to open here 
Saturday amid indications the fed- 


! eral government might be willing to 


yield on some of its terms in favor 
of the provinces. 

Premier Hart of British Columbia 
and Premier Macdonald of Nova 
Scotia were here to negotiate fur- 
ther on federal proposals for indi- 


| vidual agreements with provinces to, 


supplant wartime contracts soon to 
expire. 

While the federal attitude towerd 
the provinces remained officially 
the same as in Finance Minister 
Ilsley’s budget speech of last Aug- 
ust, authoritative sources said the 
dominion government had given in- 
dications it might be ready to com- 
promise. 

Just how far Ottawa might go in 


| the direction of the provinces’ de- 


mands remained unknown. Well-in- 
formed quarters said some of the 
“holdout” provinces at least had re- 
ceived the impression Ottawa now 
was Willing to do business on some- 
what altered terms. 


QUEBEC, 
fairs Minister St. Laurent said Fri- 
day night the federal government 
is not attempting to encroach on 
provincial autonomy and that the 
Quebec government has “no reason 
to fear any lack of integral respect 
for the Canadian federating pact.” 

Referring to the fact that Premier 
Duplessis’ government had not ac- 
cepted federal proposals for a new 
dominion-provincial taxation agree- 
ment, Mr. St, Laurent said it had 
not yet been possible to find the 
basis on which agreement with Que- 
bec would be possible. 

In spite of “all the wordy declar- 


jations” of Mr. Duplessis “as to his | 


desire to collaborate with federal 
authorities, it has never been pos- 
sible to obtain from him the slight- 
est indication as to what conditions 
he might find acceptable.” 


Although he thought the report 
“most interesting,” Premier Man- 
ning said Saturday he had re- 
ceived no further tax transfer 
agreement offer from the domin- 
ion government other than that 
laid out in the federal budget. 

“I am naturally very interested 
in any reports that Ottawa may 
be considering more acceptable tax 
agreement terms, but I have re- 
ceived nothing official to indicate 


a counter offer is in prospect,” the 


premier said. 

Previously, he stated he thought 
the federal government would 
only comparatively minor 
concessions ta the terms outlined 
in the budget, satisfactory agree- 
ments could be made with the ma- 
jority of provinces.

LONDON, (CP)—Radar-equipped 
robot planes soon will start experi- 
ments in Cornwall] aimed at break- 
ing through the mysterious “wall | 
of sound” which sets in at about 
746 miles an hour. 


The experiments will be conduct- 
ed by the British government which 
looks to the day when 1,000-mile-an- 
hour aircraft will whisk passengers 
around the world.

Exemption Reduced | 

A recent survey by the Toronto 
Welfare council carries examples of | 
tax calculations illustrating the net 
position of husband and wife in 
1946 and 1947. } 

Under 1946 taxation plans a mar- | 
ried woman coud receive an income | 
of $660 before her husband's ex- | 
emption of $1,500 was affected. The 
provision reducing the $660 to $250 
becomes effective Jan, 1. 

The examples showed “with a 
wife earning $1,200 and the husband 
$2,500, the total amount which they 
will have left in 1947 will be only 
$94.50 less than in 1946.” Another 
éxample of a wife earning $1,700, 
with a husband earning $3,000, 
showed that in 1947 the pair would 
have only $68.50 less than this year. 

Average $60 to $90 

The report concluded: “The 
net loss in a typical case will be 
something of the order of $60 to 
$90.” 

It added “if there is a dependent 
child the additional exemption of 
$100 for the husband plus the fami- 
ly allowances will just about make 
up the moderate loss which the new 
tax situation involves.” |

Second Floor 
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Prowlers Abroad 


The police say that prowlers are again 
Abroad in Edmonton and that an unusual 
humber of rooms have been entered for the 
purpose of theft in the past few days. 

These epidemics of prowling usually 
Follow a relaxing of caution on the part of 

useholders and other private individuals. 
if ms and houses and business premises 
ere lessly left unlocked, there is bound 
to be a sequel of theft. And there is not very 
much the police can do about it until the 
public is ready to cooperate. 

In almost any city it is astonishing to 
find how many doors to both business houses 
and places of abode are persistently left 
accessible to marauders, 

This is bad business in three respects. 
T™ the first place, it puts undue temptation 
in the way of men who live on the borderline 
between respectability and crime. In the 
pecond place, it adds unnecessarily to the 
work of an already overburdened police de- 
partment. In the third place. it adds to the 
volume of crime incidence and becomes a 
port of invitation to professional criminals 
$o come and operate here. 

Everyone who owns a door or rents a 
Moor should see that it is locked when he or 
bhe is not there to guard it. 

This is the basic cure for any epidemic 
of prowling. 


“National” Fuel Policy Out 


A press correspondent at Ottawa has 
given what purports to be a pre-view of the 
report which, will be presented shortly by 
the Royal Commission on coal. This com- 
mission, composed of Justice Carroll of Hali- 
fax and Justice McLaurin and A. J. Morri- 
pon of Calgary, has spent two years study- 
Ing the coal question in all its aspects. 

If the advance summary is correct the 
weport will say that Canada cannot be made 
pelf-dependent in the matter of fuel; that 
what has been mis-called a “national” fuel 
policy is out. This for the reason that the 
area of greatest demand in the Dominion is 
2,000 miles from the coal mines in Alberta 
and Nova Scotia, while Montreal and Toronto 
are within 300 miles of the mines in Pennsy- 
ivania and other border states. To move the 
coal required in central Canada across these 
longer distances would be a transportation 
problem of first magnitude; and the added 
cost of carriage would be proportionately 
great. Hence, the conclusion is stated to 
be, Ontario and Quebec will have to continue 
to depend on United States sources of sup- 
aly. 
of But, it is added, the report will carry a 
recommendation that a control board be 
set up to see that the central area gets Al- 
berta and Nova Scotia coal when—as at 


present — United States supplies are in | 


danger of stoppage. 

If this conclusion that self-sufficiency 
fs impossible brings disappointment it can 
hardly be called surprising. The geographic 
facts are well known. The handicap which 
distance and freight charges impose on Cana- 
dian mines is obvious. 

Nor have Ontario and Quebec ever shown 
any willingness to pay more for the Can- 


adian product than they have to pay for im- 
ported coal. They have in fact only bought 
Canadian coal when they could not get United | 


States coal, or when the taxpayers of all 
Canada chipped in to pay part of the laid- 
down cost through freight subventions. 

It was sanguine in these circumstances 
to suppose that Alberta and Nova Scotia 
could ever become the sources from which 
the central provinces would regularly draw 
their supplies, As the commission is compos- 
ed of men from Nova Scotia and Alberta, 
there can be no accusation of bias laid against 


them for saying what the circumstances have | 


suggested to everyone who looked at the pro- 
position objectively. 


One other consideration should be noted. | 
We have heard a lot since 1939 about the nec- | 


essity of applying freer trade policies in order 
to build and maintain inter-nation friend- 
ship. If anything comes of this, boundary 
lines will mean less than they have meant, in 
relation to coal and all other products. Under 


any sane application of such trade policies | 
Alberta and Nova Scotia will have an oppor- | 


tunity to sell coal in nearby areas in the Unit- 
ed States, and thus even the score against the 
importation of United States coal into central 
Canada.

| The Church Year 


Tomorrow is Advent Sunday which is the 
beginning of the church year in Christian 
communions. Advent prepares the Christ- 
ian for the celebration of Christmas. 

Christmas, of course, is followed by 
Epiphany which celebrates the visit to Jesus 
of the three wise men who arriving from far 
countries are symbolic of the fact that His 
mission was to the whole world. 

The next great church season is Lent 
which culminates in the Crucifixion and is 
followed by Easter. Then comes Ascension 
Day upon which, the earthly ministry of 
Christ being completed, He returns to 
Heaven. 

After Ascension Day is the Whitsun 
season which recalls the descent of the Holy 
Ghost upon the apostles and the formal be- 
ginning of the Christian Church. It should 
be recalled that Christ promised that the 


Holy Ghost, the Comforter, would take His | 


place upon earth and direct the affairs of 
His church. 

The Trinity season completes the church 
year and is devoted to a study, over some 
twenty-odd Sundays, of the various aspects 
of the nature of God as revealed through 
Christ. 

In the apostolic communions, the church 
year is interlarded with days sacred to var- 
ious saints and martyrs, the great figures of 
Christian history who by their lives and doc- 
trine set forth the living word of God. 

In outlining in a rough way the course 
of the church year, the emphasis is upon 
the advantages in the orderly kind of wor- 
ship it represents. It is an advantage which 
is lost by the man who represents himself 
as a Christian and yet never goes near a 
church. 

The church year lends color and interest 
and flavor and historical authority to the 
practice of the Christian Faith. The great 
feasts of the year concentrate the attention 
of the Christian on the many aspects 
of Christainity, strengthen his faith, and 
enable him to understand the nature of the 
Church and all that it represents. 

The Christian life that is not guided by 
regular and orderly church observance is a 
meagre one indeed.

In a resolution the dealers 
asked the government to recon- 
sider their agreement with the 
impement manufacturers which 
provides a priority and a discount 
on machinery allotted to the Vet- 
erans Land Act for sale to vet- 
erans who are attempting to re- | 
establish themselves on the land. 
The excuse given for the resolu- 
tion was that in some cases the 
discounts were being abused by 
veterans who took advantage of | 
the discounts and priorities to 
obtain machinery which actually 
is being used on non-veteran 
farmers’ farms,

THE FACTS ARE these; In-} 
dividual veterans do not receive 
a priority, But a percentage of | 
all farm machinery produced is | 
bought in bulk by the Veterans | 
Land Act, Due to the fact that} 
they are buying in bulk and that 
the implements are paid for in} 
cash by the government, and as | 
the government is not interesi- | 
ed in making a profit on the sale 
of this machinery, implements | 
sold to veterans in this manner 
sell at about 10 percent less than 
normal retail price. The discount 
on tractors is seven percent, 

The allotting of this machinery | 
is the responsibility of the VLA 
authorities, They give, naturally, 
first priority to those veterans 
whom they are attempting to 
set up on farms, These men have 
no machinery. If they are to get 
themselves re-established on 
their farms they must have sone 


machinery to work the land| 
with, VLA allots it on a basis | 
of need after careful investi- | 
gation. They inquire into each 


applicant’s position and check up 
on him at reguar intervals to 
see how he is getting along. 
Because they have not had an 
opportunity to cash in on the 
higher prices for farm products | 
which farmers have enjoyed dur- 
ing the war years, because they 
are starting off in debt to the 
VLA for their farms, it seems | 
reasonable that the savings made | 
possible by bulk purchase should | 
be passed on to them, | 
! 
| 
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IN A FEW CASES veterans 
who are not being established | 
under the VLA have been per- 
mitted by the VLA to purchase | 
machinery which was held by 
VLA but for which there was 
no immediate demand for VLA 
numbers of these 
are very small and they also 
are investigated before sale is 
authorized, Besides this individ- 
ual dealers have been requested 
to give preference to veterans | 
for the simple reason that on 
the whole they have a greater 
need for machinery to get start- | 
ed again than men who have 
been engaged in farming op- 
erations through the war. 

As far as abuses are concerned 
the VLA administration have no | 
knowedge of instances of this. 
Nor were the spokesmen for the | 
dealers able to provide them |

MOST NHL CLUBS BOAST 
GOOD ROAD PERCENTAGE 


MONTREAL, Nov, 30—(CP)—Mr. John Q. Fan who figures com- 
placently that the odds are all in favor of his home-town National 
Hockey League club winning on home ice might must as well get 
that idea out of his head in a hurry, It’s just about a 50-50 propos 
ition, brother. 

Let's examine the record. Tossing aside the eight tie games 
in 47 played so far, the visiting team has romped off with 17 and 
the home team with only 22. That's an average of .436 for the vis- 
tors. If you count the ties as distasteful as losses for the home 
boys, the visiting teams come out on top with a 532 average. 

WHAT DOES IT ALL ADD UP TO? Heres what President Clar- 
ence Campbell of the NHL has to say: “It only goes to prove that 
the teams are so closely balanced no club can count on victory at 
home or away.” 

At the same time, Mr. Campbell, who has just completed a swing 
around the circuit, freely admits that the situation is “something 
pretty hard for the hometown fans to absorb,” 

The best average for foreign-ice victories so far has been set by 
Toronto Maple Leafs with .444, four wins in nine games. Montreal 
Canadiens, with three wins in seven away-from-home games, have 
an average of .429. 

NEW YORK’S UNPREDICTABLE RANGERS, with the heaviest 
road schedule, have won four of 11 for a 346 average. Chicago 
Black Hawks have won two of six foreign games for a .333 average; 
and Boston Bruins and Detroit Red Wings are tied with .286, two wins 
in seven games. 

The record also shows the plight of the home clubs is fast be- 
coming worse. In the last eight games the home-town boys have 
taken it on the chin six times. What's more the tie-game splurge 
has suddenly ended. The last deadlock was on Nov, 13, a 4-4 argu- 
ment between Canadiens and Rangers at New York. .

They say that love is “only 1,000 feet away.” Meaning that the average 
boy or girl find a marriage partner within the limited radius of their 
home or business circle. 

That may be true in peacetime but in war and postwar times, there 
are many exceptions to this rule. The war has sent many thousands 
of eligible young Canadian men and women to other lands and has, in 
turn, brought persons of many other nationalities to these shores. 

In Edmonton and district, such “international” marriages have be- 
come commonplace. Many girls have married Americans, Britishers, New 
Zealanders and Australians and have gone to make their homes in their 
husbands’ countries. Many Canadian boys have returned with British, 
Dutch or Belgian brides. 

With the arrival of Polish workers in the Edmonton district, it can 
be expected also that there will be a number of Polish-Canadian mar- 
riages. 

All in all such “matrimonial exchanges” seemed to have worked out 
pretty fairly. While some Canadian girls may feel that British and 
European brides have taken a lot of eligible Canadian men “out of cir- 
culation,” they should remember that the war has brought many Ameri- 
cans, Australians and other nationalities to this country. . .who, in turn, 
have taken brides from the ranks of Canadian girls.

Crop Tests Better, 
Still Many “C's” 


The “crop testing plan” has com- 
| pleted an analysis of severa] thou- 
|sand samples of farmers’ wheat 
‘tested as to trueness-to-variety, 
each sample representing a field 
|of wheat produced in 1946, reports 
H. G. L. Strange. 

The pnecentage of samples which 
graded “A” this yéar was 52%, 
compared with 47% in 1945 and 
39% in 1944. The number of “B's,” 
which means that the crop was be- 
ginning to be somewhat impure this 
year, was 20%; compared with 
24% last year and 24% in 1944, The 
number of “C’s” and “mixtures”— 
which are very bad—was 28%, com- 
pared with 29% last year and 37% 
in 1944. 

It will be observed that there is 
once again an improvement in true- 
ness-to-variety of the crops, as 
shown by the increase in “A’s” and 
the decrease in “C's” and mixtures.” 
As long, however, as 28% still grade 
“C's” and ‘mixtures,” there is cer- 
tainly room for improvement, es- 
pecially as 46% of the samples 
tested were of an entirely different 
variety from that which the farmer 
hg and thought he was grow- 
ing. 

All farmers, who had samples in 
for test, have been notified of the 
results. Those with “C’s” and mix- 


certified if possible. Last year 62% 
of such farmers did actually change 
their seed. 


SET MILLING RECORD 


OTTAWA, (CP) Canadian 
millers established a production re- 
cord in October, 
bureau of statistics reported. 

Flour production totalled 2,432,-

Hundreds of ‘Blue Babies’ 
Saved by Delicate Surgery 


BALTIMORE, (AP)--Two years 
ago, little Miss “EMS.” was 
| wheeled into the surgical amphi- 
theatre at the Johns Hopkins hos- 
pital for a delicate operation to 
correct an insufficient flow of blood 
into her lungs. 
| “E.M.S."—her identity is a medi- 
cal secret-—-died, but the operation, 
performed 270 time since that first 
attempt, has given new hope to the 
| parents of “blue” babies through- 
out the world. 

The surgical technique, developed 
| by Dr, Alfred Blalock and Dr. Helen 
|B. Taussig, has been successful in 
| about 80 percent of the cases 

In the last two years the hospital 
has been besieged with letters and 
telegrams, The cardiac clinic has 
scheduled 250 more operations and 
has made appointments for exam- 
inations at the rate of two a day 
until next May. It has 200 other 
requests for appointments. 

Each “blue” baby is born with a 
malformed heart which prevents 
the blood from getting enough 
oxygen, Without the operation, vir- 
tually all are doomed to semi-in- 
validism and early death, 

Youngsters have come to Hopkins 
from Canada, France and almost 


lered army transport planes and 
trains. One mother hitch-hiked 400 
miles from southern West Virginia 
with her baby, only to find he was 
not operable 

The artery which pumps blood to 
the lungs of these babies is defec- 
tive. The operation, sometimes 
lasting three hours, consists of join- 
ing a branch of this artery to a 
branch of the aorta, which carries 
blood to all the body except the 
lungs via what phsicians call the 
subclavian or innominate detour, 

Recently doctors at Northwestern 
| university, Evanston, Tl, announced 
a successful experiment of using the 
aorta itself to supplement the pul- 
monary artery.

Most Disapprov 
Politics in Pulpit 


By Canadian Institute of Public | 
Opinion 

TORONTO.— “Religion and pol- 
ities don’t mix,” in the opinion of 
the great majority of adult Cana-) 
dians, 75 percent of whom disap- 
prove of the clergy discussing poli- 
tics in their sermons, 

A minority, 15 percent favor the 
practice, provided the clergy deal 
with public issues from the “moral 
standpoint,” as related to the broad 
“problems of the day, rather than 
vyote-catching, or party, issues.” 

‘The public was consulted on this 
subject of perennial interest in the 
latest Gallup poll.
